TO THE CITIES. 


One of the notable facts of the cen- 
sus which are being given out in 
statistics from Washington by piece- 
meal is the remarkable increase in 
the population of the large cities of 
the country. This wonderful growth 
^s not confined to any one section, 
although, of course. It finoears more 
plainly in the Western cities and 
towns than in those of the Eastern 
states The statistics show an aver- 
age gain ot about 20 per cent in the 
Bast against 50 per cent or more in 
the west. For example, the population 
of Denver is 213,281, while at the 
•census of 1900 it was 1S3.895 an In- 
crease of 594 per cent. 'Kansas City's 
salm also ranges between SO and 60 
per cent over the population of the 
last decade. On th« other hand, Buf- 
falo shows a population of 423,715, 
as against 352,387, an increase of 
202 per cent 'Paterson, N. J., which 
had a population of 105,171 at the 
last census now has 125,600, an in- 
«rease of 19 4 per cent So the com- 
parisons run all along the line with 
a few notable exceptions, the West 
averaging a 60 per cent increase 
while the gain an the (East goes to 
* 
'20- per cent or more. Everywhere, 
however, throughout this broad land 
the same tendency is made manifest 
by the census statistics—that is, a 
general exodus from the country to 
the cities. Men and women alike, es- 
pecially the young people, are at- 
tracted by the bright lights, the gay* 
ety. and gutter of the cities, notwith- 
standing'the perils and dangers, the 
temptations and the many falls into 
the great maelstrom of city life, as 
the moth to the flame. The solid se- 
curity of life on tlie farm becomes 
•jtale, fiat and unprofitable in com- 
parison with the swifter movement 
«f society In the great centers of 
population. Bach 
Ambitious youth, 


ftoy or girl, hopes to escape the pit- 
falls and to enjoy the successes they 
read about, where other country hoys 
and girls have won fame and fortune 


in large communities. They think lit-! 
tie and know almost nothing of the 
thousands of wrecked lives wbich 
drink the bitter cup of failure to the 
dreg 


.And yet sociologists 
and 
others 


who have made a study of the his- 
tory of the human race and the ways 
of society, all testify that this city- 
ward movement is unnatural 
and 


transitory. Man is born of the earth 
and his natural domain 1s In Lhe 
country, close to the soil, the forest 
and the sea. In every empire of the 
past the pendulum 'has swung back- 
ward when cities became crowded, 
and Mother 'Earth called her chil- 
dren home, perhaps only to die In 
their old age. The same .backward 
swing will come in this country in 
its appointed time, especially since 
the inventions of modern civilization 
have 
mitigated the 
isolation 
and 


hardships of life in the country —

THEIK 
ESCAPE—ONE BECAP- 


TUBED-^OTIIERS THOUGHT TO 


BE LOCATED. 


Saturday night at 9 o'clock a con- 


certed action on the part of the in- 
mates of the county jail came very 
near leading to a wholesale delivery 
—four prisoners made good their es- 
cape. They were Oscar and "Walter 
Gouge, charged with horse theft, Bavl 
iDuncan, postmaster at Tyrola, held 
on charge of giving whiskey to his 
14-year-old sister-in-law, and Lewis 
Perlett charged with robbing a store 
at Steedman. 


Up till this morning only on* of 


the escaped jail bfrds had been re- 
captured, 'but the other three are 
thought to be located and their ap- 
prehension is expected at an early 
date 


How It Happened. 


Oscar Gouge who seemed to be 


the leader of the conspiracy called 
to .1 A Hughes, who* was attend- 
ing the jail at that time to bring 
them two ten cent watermelons. 


Before complying with their re- 


quest he thought to lock the men in 
their respective cells (they had been 
allowed the use of the hall way for 
exercise) but instead of being fast- 
ened when the lever was palled the 
locks only clicked in deception; for 
the birds who would make a flight 
had placed a blanket behind the bar 
that would have secured the doors 
in such a manner that the pin which 
would have held the bar passed be- 
hind instead of in front of it, but 
clicked just the same as if it had 
really locked. 


When Hughes opened the hall, door 


JUKI rolled* the flrst melon- in- there 
was not a stir among the prison- 
ers, but when he stooped to roll the 
second one that was the signal for 
concerted action on the part of the 
inmates. Oscar 
Gouge 
struck 
at 


Hughes' head intending to knock him 
down, but missed the mark and hit 
hia shoulder. Hughes clinched him 
by that time Walter Gouge grabbed 
his throat and chocked him, another 
placed his hand over his mouth to 
keep the alarm from being given. 
During this time which Hughes says 
was hardly one minute he .was hold- 
ing his own with the three men who 
were trying to overpower him, the 
doors which held Dan Scrivener, El- 
mer Story and Broughton was clos- 
ed and fastened on them preventing 
them from getting into the hallway 
He, himself, was trying to shut the 
corridor door and fasten everybody 
in, including himselt but one of the 
men kicked a spittoon in the way 
and prevented the door from closing 


Somehow 'Hughes broke loose from 


the clutches of the desperate men 
They broke for the opening, and 
-Hughes ran through the court house 
hail to give the alarm. Lewis Perlett 
went north, took down Townsend to 
the oil mill. Jim Adair who happened 
along bhe front of the court house 
at the time that the alarm was 
given rushed around to the jail in 
time to see Perlett crossing 
the 


iFrisco tracks, took a shot at him, 
but doesn't know whether the shot 
hit the fleeing man or not. As there 
were other people on the street he 
was afraid to iflre again, and gave 
chase to the other three men whom 
he saw disappearing to the west of 
the Jail, but could not overtake them.
